r Land Pirates. 

It was hoped that the recent decision 
of the supreme court, following the in- 
complete and inconclusive investigation 
of the wild land frauds undertaken by 
the legislature, would puta stop to the 
operation of land pirates in Georgia, but 
the Hawkinsville Dispatch has been put 
in possession of facts relating to another 
and quite as serious phase of the land 
stealing business which has heretofore 
escaped expostre. The Dispatch says 
that their mode of procedure is to forge 
deeds and plats and grants. One of the 
swindlers sold lands in the neighborhood 
of Hawkinsville, took notes for the same, 
and then discounted the notes to a citi- 
zen of Hawkinsville for fifty cents on the 
dollar, and the same person sold lots of 
land to citizens of Pulaski county that he 
had never owned. Another plan of 
land stealing is described by the 
Dispatch. An unimproved lot is 
pointed out to the tax collector 
and ‘he is ordered to levy upon it for 
taxes. Thelands are thereupon sold to sat- 
isfy a fraudulent fi. fa., and in this way a 
fraudulentt itle isobtained. Thousands of 
acres of land have been sold in southern 
and southwestern Georgia to satisfy tax 

executions issued against men who naver 
owned the lands, and the Dispatch says 
that in some instances fi. fas. for taxes 
have been issued against men, and lands 
which they néver owned, or claimed to 
Aave owned, have been sold to satisfy the 
executions.

clique. The enthusiasm of the Sherman 
agents carried them somewhat beyond the 
bounds of decorum, and their efforts on 
the floor led tothe discovery of some 
of the questionable transactions to which 
Colonel Akerman alluded. One of these 
agents kindly informed a reporter of 
Tre Constitution that it was absolutely 
necessary to: prevent the selection of a 
Grant delegation in Georgia, as the moral 
effect would inevitably result in the re- 
nomination of the ex-president. Perhaps 
this feeling accounts for the boldness 
with which the revenue officers and other 
reveuue employees went about their 
work. 
It is to be observed, in this connection, 
that the letter of exoneration which Colo- 
nel Akerman gave to Mr. Bateman, the 
acknowledged leader of the Sherman 
agents, is very carefully drawn. It is not, 
in fact, a letter of exoneration, and is not 
intended to be such. Colonel Akerman 
merely states that he is ready to believe 
that Mr. Bateman did not play an active 
part in the bribery which was unques- 
tionably one of the features of the Sher- 
man movement in Atlanta. The letter 
is probably more satisfactory to the gen- 
tleman who wrote it than it is to the 
gentleman to whom it is addressed; and 
it could not be otherwise, since Colonel 
Akerman had seen incontestable evi- 
dence of bribery. If all other evidence 
were lacking, the admissions of the agents 
themselves would be sufficient to show 
that money had been corruptly used. 
But, after all their trouble, and atjthe 
expense of a notoriety altogether unen- 
viable, the Sherman agents failed to ac- 
complish their purpose. They expended 
a considerable sum of money upon vari- 
ous delegates, but they did not succeed 


in breaking down the natural movement 
for Grant among the colored people. 


Suppose, for instance, (and in order to 
put the case more clearly) that the lead- 
ing colored men of the state, in 
consultation some months ago, 
considered the propriety, in view 
of certain plans they had = on 
foot, of pursuing a course which would 
effectually conceal their real purposes 
until these purposes had been accom- 
plished; suppose that the most promi- 
nent of these colored leaders should have 
concluded that they could best accom- 
plish their designs by leaving it to be un- 
derstood or inferred that they were in 
favor of the nomination of Mr. Blaine; 
and suppose that this little piece of 
strategy not only misled the Sherman 
agents, but prevented the white republi- 
cans from packing the convention in 
their own interests—suppose that all this 
had happened, how inferior must the 
tactics of the Sherman agents and the 
republican office-holders in Georgia ap- 
pear by the side of those of the colored 
men! 

All this has been_hinted to us by a col- 
ored man, and pretty much in the shape 
in which we have put it. He did not as- 
sert that such a programme had been 
carried out, but those who are.interested 
in the matter can compare the result 
with the suppositions as set forth. Our 
own opinion is, that there is not a colored 
Blaine man on the delegation to Chicago, 
and not a Sherman man of any cclor save 
the revenue officials who have been sent 
as delegates in violation of Mr. Hayes’s 
civil service order. 

But this is notto the purpose. We desire 
to know what the respectable republican 
papers at the north think of Mr. John 
Sherman’s southern agents and their at- 
tempts to bribe colored conventions. 
The matter ought to be fully and freely 
discussed, and if any of our contempora- 
ries desireto get at the facts, we have no 
doubt they can easily be put in the way 
of securing quite a number.
